1-2 cup sifted flour, 4 teaspoons 
baking powder, 3-4 teaspoon salt, 
5-4 cup water, 3-4 cup milk, 1 ta- 
blespoon molasses, 1 egg (well beat- 
en), 
1 tablespoon melted butter 
or margarine.

molasses 
gradually, stirring as you do so. 
Add well beaten egx and butter 
or margarine and mix thoroughly. 
Drop by tablespoons on greased 
hot griddle or heavy Iron frying 
pan. Cook on 
one side;

side. Serve with molasses.

Taxpayers Are Urged To Look Ahead! Name Officers 
When Things Hay Not Be So Pleasant 


Texas taxpayers, their eyes on 


a fat surplus, should combine horse 
•sense and prudence and look ahead 
to a time when things may not 
be so pleasant," Curtis Morris, head 
of the East Texas Chamber of 
Commerce tax division, said Wed- 
nesday In a talk before the Cor- 
slcana Rotary club tjt the Navarro 
Hotel. 
Morris spent almost 45 minutes 


discussing the Texas money situ- 
ation, pointing out that tax sup- 
ported agencies 
are asking 
the 


state legislature for more during 
the next blennlum than they did 
two years ago. 


Hull Billion In Taxes 


The tax expert said the state 


collected one-half billion 
dollars 


In revenues In the 12 months end- 
ing Aug. 31, and spent approxi- 
mately 400 million dollars. 
He broke the figures reques- 


ted for the next two years Into 
four major categories. He said 52 
agencies In the departmental unit 
want 30 million dollars the first 
year, 27.75 the second; under the 
educational 
group, 
32 
agencies 


want 50 million the first year, 44 
million the second. The judlclr.ry, 
he said, remains fairly constant, 
asking 2.5 million. The elemosen- 
ary institutions ask 28.5 million 
the first year, 17.25 the second. 
Vast Expenditures . 


He pointed out other vast ex- 


penditures—the Texas State High, 
way department, money for the 
Texas Public Welfare unit, teacher 
retirement, 
rural 
aid, 
public 


schools, vocatonal ducation, jun- 
ior college aid. 
"Present revenues are running 


far ahead of expectations," Mor- 
ris declared. "It is hard to believe 
they will continue to accrue." 


Discussing the surplus, Morris 


said several suggestions had been 
made as to Its disposition. Sen. 
Jim Taylor of Kerens, public re- 
lation director of the Texas Man- 
ufacturers 
Association, 
would 


freeze 50 million for use when 
times get hard, Morris said. 


He said it had been recommend- 


ed the money bo spent in part to 
revamp the entire prison system, 
that 10.25 million be used to pro- 
vide more hospital rooms for the 
Insane: that 20 million go to farm- 
to-market roads, that more office 
buildings be provided in Austin for 
state agencies. 


"Such expenditures," he declar- 


ed, "would provide 
things long 


needed, will not be recurring ex- 
pense and may serve to reduce the 
operatnlg expense of presnt In- 
stitutions."Still Poor State 


"This state isn't as prosperous 


as one thinks." he declared. "The 
state, In reality, Is still a poor 
state. The per capita income is 
about 25 percent below the national 
average. I know this hurts your 
pride, but there is no sense In 
dodging facts." 


Morris urged the Rotarlans to 


fight efforts of the governmenl 
to take control over the state's 
ttdelands, or marginal sea belts 
declaring that loss In oil royalties 
alone to the public school found 
would run to one million dollars 
In cash. 
He rapped the U. S. Supreme 


Court decision In the case of Cal- 
ifornia, as "a long step down to- 
wards socialism In this country.
